FIRST GAME AT 
HOME FOR YANKS 
IN A NEW PARK 


N ew Three Million Dollar I; 
Stadium Now Almost 
Complete.

NEW 
YORK, 
April 
14.—When 
baseball, the nation wide magnet, be­ 
gins attracting its swarms of fans to 
its two poles here this season, New 
York’s devotees of the 
sport 
will 
wend their way into the two largest 
m d finest parks in the country. 
The new $3,000,000 Yankee 
sta­ 
ll urn is now practically 
complete, 
md vast improvements have been 
under way at the 
Polo 
Grounds, 
home of the world’s champion Giants 
where the seating capacity is being 
increased to 54,000. 
The combined 
seating capacity of the two parks at 
the opening of this season will be 
120,000—75,000 at the Yankee stadi­ 
um and 45,000 at the Polo Grounds— 
but within a few weeks this will be 
increased 
to 
130,000. 
In 
future 
years, when final plans are complet­ 
ed, 154,000 spectators can be accom­ 
modated on a single day. 
The Yankee stadium, the 
largest 
baseball park in the country, will be 
ready for the opening game 
next 
Wednesday, with the 
Boston 
Red 
Sox, and will accomodate 75,000 per­ 
sons. 
W hen completed, it will seat 
100,000. 
The severity of the winter has re­ 
tarded work at the Polo 
Grounds, 
but 45,000 seats will be 
available 
there April 26, at the first call of 
“B att’ries for today," and before the 
end of May 54,000 will be ready. 
The Yankee park is an Imposing 
arena with its tier of wooden bleach­ 
ers surrounding most of the outfield 
and huge steel and concrete grand­ 
stand, consisting of two decks and a 
mezzanine 
floor. 
The 
bleachers, 
newly painted in bright green, 
are 
ready for the first mob of “dyed-In- 
the wool” enthusiasts. 
The grandstand is 
complete ex­ 
cept for two decks of seats in the 
extreme left field section, which will 
be added after the close of the 1923 
season. There are rows of box sseats 
ii front of all seats in the two decks 
cs well as the mezzanine. 
The en­ 
closure for newspapermen is in front 
rf the mezzzanine floor and directly 
behind home plate. 
An Immense score board has been 
erected over the Centerfield bleach­ 
ers with figures a foot high, visible 
from any section of the park. Scores 
of all games in both m ajor leagues 
will be posted daily. 
Under 
the 
direction 
of 
Phil 
Schenck, veteran ground-keeper, who 
was in charge of the Yankees* old 
field more than a decade ago, 
the 
playing field has been sodded from 
tho edge of the stands to the rim 
of the bleachers, except for a track 
21 feet wide encircling the field. The 
track m easures 400 yards and has a 
straightway of 120 yards. 
It will be 
available for track meets when the 
field is not being used for baseball. 
Its temporary wooden rim can be re­ 
moved when the track is not in use 
so as not to interfere with the fly- 
chasers. 
The field is 362 feet, 6 Inches wide. 
When Babe Ruth hits a home run 
over second base to the center field 
bleachers, the ball will 
have 
to 
’ravel 475 feet. 
\ 
The main entrance and exit to the 
grand stand are on 157th street and 
Doughty 
street. 
The 
grandstand 
and bleachers cost the Yankees $2,- 
500,000, and 
the 
grounds 
slightly 
more than $500,000. 
The old wooden bleachers at the 
Polo Grounds have been replaced by 
concrete and steel structures extend­ 
ing from each end of the grandstand 
around the outfield. 
In center field 
two bleacher sections have been fin­ 
ished, each seating 2,500 persons and 
separated, by an exit gate. 
Behind 
each uncovered stand is a clubhouse 
of concrete and steel, one of 
four 
stories to be occupied by the Giants. 
Extending from the original left 
wing of the grandstand and covering 
about 250 feet is a 
high 
concrete 
structure that will carry an upper 
tier of seats. 
Broadening out into 
deep center field, this wing will as­ 
sume the proportions of the grand­ 
stand as it first was built around the 
diamond. 
In deep right 
field, 
an­ 
other wing has been added.

It is charged that 75 
per cent of the lame horses in Eng­ 
land are thus afflicted because they 
are poorly shod. 
The farrier’s craft is said to have 
made no progress in 2,000 
years. 
Many attem pts have been made to 
devise a better shoe, especially one 
that would prevent horses from slip­ 
ping o l smooth or frosty roads, but 
the league’s experts say that real 
security is in the horse’s ovrn feet. 
If properly shod, the frog of the foot 
should touch the ground and thus 
obviate slipping. 
Ignorant 
owners 
and farriers do not understand this, 
the league contends . They cut the 
frog and lameness results. 
A horse shoeing competition held 
during the past week to encourage 
efficiency drew entries from 
3,000 
London farriers. 
Each 
competitor 
was allowed fifty minutes in which 
to make tow :;hoes, putting one of 
them on the foot. 
However, there 
was none of the picturesque village 
blacksmith in the scene, 
for the 
farriers worked at electric furnaces. 
Shields prevented sparks from flying 
and school-bovs were kept away by 
a burly constable. 
It is said that England has 68,000 
horse-shoers, but that only 3,000 have 
passed efficiency examinations.

sociation. G. J. Boehland gave that 
number of trees to the schools of the 
county, directing his operations from 
Rockford, 111. 
In that state Arbor 
Day was April 13, and the tree plant­ 
ing reached its height on that day. 
With every tree went a membership 
certificate in the association. 
Lake 
County, 111., schools, under the direc­ 
tion of T. Arthur Simpson, the sup­ 
erintendent, reported IOO per cent, 
tree planting, a tree having 
been 
placed by every school. 
The city council of Cortland, N. Y., 
Is the first munlcpal body to vote 
money for trees to the graduating 
classes of a high school. Park Com­ 
missioner G. A. Adsit reports that 
some 3.000 trees are to be planted in 
that city also. 
At Dallas, Tex., 270 members of 
the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce 
have become members of the 
tree 
association following the planting of 
that number of trees along a high­ 
way. 
Next week 
Is National 
Garden 
Week and Tuesday has been set aside 
as a day for additional tree plant­ 
ing. 
Organizations belonging to the 
General 
Federation 
of 
Women’s 
Clubs are bending every effort 
on 
making It a big week. 
In New York state the program 
calls for 10.000 trees in every county 
Schools of Middlesex county, Conn., 
will plant 1,000 trees, and steps have 
been taken for making every 
tree 
planter a member of the national or­ 
ganization. 
In Massachusetts, 
mil­ 
lions of spruces and pines 
will 
be 
placed in waste places near towns. 
This is the first big step toward the 
town forest Idea. 
Cincinnati and Louisville are just 
completing tree planting drives. All 
their tree planters are being regist­ 
ered with the association, and their 
names will be on a national honor 
roll to be read when the centennial 
of Arbor Day arrives in 1972.

The law ’s inadequacy as practiced and 
administered in these days of legal techni­ 
calities and delays, subterfuges and evas­ 
ions, is clearly illustrated by the intricacies 
attending 
the 
various 
cases 
in 
which 
“Bobby” Burns was defendant. Here was a 
man, who, on the very face of thing4*, was 
clearly guilty of the charges made against 
him— at least those charging violations of 
the prohibition laws. The very fact that he 
rose in a few short months from poverty to 
comparative 
affluence, 
was able to pur­ 
chase and make a substantial payment on 
one of the finest homes in the city, with lux­ 
urious furnishings, to buy and pay for one 
of the most expensive automobiles on the 
market, and to employ high priced attor­ 
neys while his only visible means of support 
was a “soft drink’' establishment located in 
a section of the city where soft drinks never 
were and never could be very popular, was 
enough to carry with it the conviction that 
the charges were true. 
But in addition to 
this common sense way of looking at it, the 
legal evidence obtained at the time arrests 
were made was sufficient to convict before 
any fair-minded jury. 
And then there was 
the presumption of guilt bound to exist be­ 
cause of the previous record of the accus­ 
ed. 
The stolen bonds sales in which he was 
mixed up, and his conviction of holding up ( 
and robbing the

naturally had a tendency to create the im­

1 Not the officers, for they raided and arrest­ 
ed. Not the court for it but followed legal 
precedent and procedure. The fault lies in 
the existence of these self-same precedents 
and circumlocutory procedures that have 
been permitted to become a part and parcel 
of the administration of the criminal laws. 
Besides this it may be said th at many at-^ 
torneys of the present day have for­ 
gotten the underlying 
ethical 
founda­ 
tion of their profession which imposes upon 
them, w'hen defending a person charged 
w ith crime, the duty to see that their 
client has thrown around him every protec­ 
tion that is rightfully his— and no more. 
They forget that they are an integral part 
of the court itself which exists for the ad­ 
ministration of justice, and seemingly pos-j 
jessed with the idea that it is their duty to. 
secure acquittal or immunity from punish­ 
ment regardless of guilt or innocence of 
their client, exert every effort to that end. j 


' And because of these things the “Bobby” 
Burns spectacle is presented to the world 
es another evidence of the weakness of our 
judicial system.

STAKING TOO MUCH FOR GRANTED. 
; Doubtless it is true that the “ logic of the I 
situation” requires the renomination of Mr. 
H arding by the republicans for the simple 
reason that a failure to renominate him 
would amount to a repudiation by the party 
its own record during the administration.

All nationalities, Including Amer­ 
icans, will be eligible to offer de­ 
signs. 
The competition is expected 
to bring out models which will over­ 
come the defects in the present heli­ 
copters, upon which the British gov­ 
ernment has already expended $300,- 
000 in experimental work.

PARIS, April 14.—The smoking of 
cigarettes is Increasing in the Unit­ 
ed States, if one may judge by the 
greater 
exportation 
of 
cigarette 
paper from 
France to the 
United 
States. 
The figures of 1922 are m a­ 
terially higher than those for 1921. 
A general estim ate based on offi­ 
cial reports shows th at there is a 
steady rise in the am ount of m er­ 
chandise th at Fiance is sending to 
the United States a condition which 
has encouraged both the French gov­ 
ernm ent and French business in ter­ 
ests. 
The exports last year were 
about 19,000,000 francs higher than 
in 1921. 
As Paris handles 60 per 
cent of all the French shipm ents to 
America, a good idea of the trade 
situation as it concerns Fiance and 
the United States may be had from 
exam ining the Paris commercial bal­ 
ance sheets. 
An extraordinary feature has been 
the shipm ent of gold. 
In 1921 this 
am ounted to about 275,000,000 gold 
dollars. 
In 1922 it fell to under $50,- 
000,000 but February of this year in­ 
dicates a notable increase in the out­ 
flow of gold to America. The figures 
on gold export are easily obtainable, 
and people here are speculating as to 
w hat interests are 
responsible for 
the February increase. 
Some of it 
presum ably reaches France from the 
Scandinavian countries. 
American women have not 
lost 
their liking for the pretty things of 
France, for there has 
been an in­ 
crease in the shipm ents of silk w ear­ 
ing apparel, both em broidered and 
plain, and in handkerchiefs, 
laces 
and furs. Also America has increas­ 
ed her takings of works of a rt more 
than IOO years old, 
and 
precious 
stones and pearls, both im itation and 
real.

Am erican

France include leather, cotton cloth­

A falling off In exportation of por­ 
celain and gloves from the Limoges 
district is due to the difficulty 
of 
finding skilled 
workers. 
Increased 
prices of raw 
m aterial 
and 
labor 
have pushed the finished product up 
so high as to interfere with foreign 
sales despite the value of the franc, 
which is favorable to exportation.
